Lincoln— See Him Plain

Abraham Lincoln would be 148 
years old today.

Abe wouldn’t like the party be­ 
cause he wouldn’t be able to recog­ 
nize himself 
For many years, well-meaning 
but over-emotional writers on this 
great president spun a web of bio­ 
graphical sugar that all but ob­ 
literated the simple strength of the 
man. 
It became difficult indeed 
to arrive at an objective appraisal 
of Lincoln and his work. 
Then, of course, there arose the 
happily short-lived cult of rebunk- 
•rs who 
strove with 
desperate 
blindness to slaish away those fin­ 
gers which lovingly contrived the 
plaster saint. 
They coined words 
like "Lincolnolatry” and tried to 
reduce him to a subhuman level. 
So one group was blind to Lin­ 
coln’s human failings while the 
other concentrated on those alone, 
relegating his splendid accomplish 
ments to the fairy-tale realm. 
We think Lincoln wouldn’t have 
liked one method or the other. 
He 
was the foe of artifice and the de­ 
stroyer of vanity, hut he knew the 
value of an emotional approach. 
Who could have listened to the 
wonderful Gettysburg Address and 
not have had his emotions deny 
for the moment the essential frag 
edy and w'aste of the war between 
the states? 
Lincoln knew1 this tragedy. 
His 
face took on lines that told of his 
own suffering and of the anguish 
be felt for the suffering of others 
His humanistic and, above all, hu 
man qualities made him feel it 
* deeply. 
So let's put extremes behind us 
and be inspired to follow Lincoln 
as he really was—as he hardened 
his muscles with work, nourished 
his mind by firelight, lost elections 
and wmn them, and generally did 
the best he could. 
Today, deny him 
nothing that 
was his; 
give him nothing that 
wasn’t his. 
That would be a fine 
birthday gift for Abraham Lincoln

S P R IN G F IE L D , 111.-W ith 
Feb 
m ary designated as National H eart 
Month, Dr Roland R. Cross, state 
health director, called attention to­ 
day to the m agnitude of the heart 
disease problem in Illinois. 
According to records of the state 
D epartm en t of Public Health, heart 
disease is 
responsible 
for about 
two out of every five deaths in this 
state 
In 1955. heart disease took 
the lives of 41.365 Illinois residents, 
more fatalities than were due to 
the 
next 
five 
highest 
causes of 
death combined. 


“ Much 
of the m ortality from 
heart disease m ay be attributed 
to the fact that our people are liv­ 
ing longer,” Dr. Cross said 
‘‘Of 
the 41,365 deaths reported in Illi­ 
nois in 1955, more than 65 per cent 
occurred am ong persons past 65 
| y ears of age. 
Another 25 per cent 
of the deaths from heart disease 
[occurred am ong the age group 45 
to 64.” 
To 
help 
control 
h e a r t’ disease 
am ong middle-aged and older peo­ 
ple, the state D epartm ent of P u b ­ 
lic Health p v o s financial support 
to three cardiovascular diagnostic 
clinics, located respectively at H er­ 
rin 
Hospital, 
H errin; 
St. 
J o h n ’s 
Hospital. Springfield; and Metho­ 
dist Hospital, Peoria 
D uring the 
past y ear 156 patients were re ­ 
ferred by physicians to these clin­ 
ics for diagnostic consultation, 
Since much of the heart disease 
in children is the result of rh eu ­ 
m atic fever, the d ep artm en t dis­ 
tributes penicillin for the p rev en ­ 
tion of recu rren t -R acks of this 
crippling disease. 
At the present 
time penicillin, or other prophylac­ 
tic drug,

whose parents cannot afford the 
cost of this preventive.
